1. Short title.— These rules may be called the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Class IV Non-Gazclted) Recruitment Rules, 1959. 

2, Recruitment. — The number, classification and scales of pay of the posts 
specified in Column 1 of the Schedule to these rules and the method of recruit- 
ment and other conditions relating thereto shall be as specified in the relevant 
columns of the said Schedule: 


Provided that no male candidate who has more than one wife living and no 

woman candidate who has married a person having already a wife living shall

satisfied that there are special grounds for doing so, exempts any such candidate 

from the operation of this condition.

Cantonments Taxation 

S.R.O. 332, dated 5th Nov. 1959. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), the Cantonment Board, Dthu Road, 
hereby imposes, with the previous sanction of the Central Government, the 
following tax, namely: — 

Tax on buildings and lands situated within the limits of Dohu Road Canton- 
ment, (excluding agricultural lands) at the rate of Rs. 6 per centum per annum 
on the annual value of such lands and buildings. 

Explanation — Agricultural land means land which Is under cultivation or 
reserved for cultivation and registered as agricultural land in the 
revenue records and liable for the payment of agricultural assessment. 

The tax is leviable on owners/occupi'-rs of the aforesaid buildings and land.
